Something Wrong Somewhere 


HE recent destruction of several thousand 

carloads of oranges at Anaheim, California, 
again brings to the fore a problem which has 
been a sore-spot in our economic system for many 
years. 

“There is simply too much fruit,” a member 
of the California-Arizona Marketing Committee 
said, in explaining that most of the oranges: were 
third grade or under, and that present prices of 


such oranges made it impossible to ship them to* 


market, because the returns secured would not 
pay freight and marketing charges. . . And this 
destruction took place even after the American 
Government had spent $360,000 in “diverting” 
fruit from the markets by purchasing it for use 
as stock feed, 

In Canada, the Okanagan area has had’ sur- 
plusses of apples and other fruits from time to 
time, and the spectacle of apples rotting on the 
trees or in warehouses is not a new one. 

“Simply too much fruit” will not be accepted 
as a legitimate excuse for the condition described 
as long as there are people in the drouth areas 


' of both Canada and the United States to whom 


eyen small or third-grade apples or oranges would 
be as a gift from the gods. These people have 
claimed (and will continue to do so) that a plan 
could be worked out by the Government whereby 
such salvage fruit could be shipped to-the drouth 
regions for free distribution to needy families, The 
advocates of such a scheme claim it would not 
endanger fruit-selling merchants in such areas 
because the average dry-belt farmer is without 
funds to purchase such “luxuries’—he has done 
without them for years—and will continue to do 
so until some plan such as that outlined is given 
a trial. 

There seems to be a great deal of merit in 
such a scheme and it is at least worthy of Domin- 
ion Government investigation to determine its 
practicability. 


The Triple Distance Record _ 


(From the London Times) 

N creating a world’s long-distance record the 

Royal Air Force has invented a new sort of 
hat-trick. Other formations of air-craft have 
made long flights; but if it has ever occurred 
to other organizers of record-breaking attempts 
to multiply their chances of success by three, none 
has ever ventured to put all his golden eggs into 
the same basket. The two Vickers Wellesley 
bombers which flew to Darwin were in effect 
surpassing the record which their companion had 
already made by landing in Koepang. The latter 
had flown non-stop about 6,600 miles from Egypt; 
its fellows went on a further 562 miles before they 
landed. 

All three thus broke the existing record, one 
by about 300 miles, the other two by 856 miles. 
Their achievement may seem to have proved the 
futility of performing three times a feat which 
by this showing might have been left securely in 
the hands of any one of the three crews and air- 
craft. Yet this experiment in making assurance 
more than doubly sure has the merit of proving 
also that the success was no fluke. The Royal Air 
Force has taken its time in going out for a record 
with which it was last concerned in 1933,"but its 
effort, now that it has come, has proved to be 
stron,, certain and sweeping.

Country Woman 


Paih is no respecter of persons—it attacks 
the rich and’ the poor, the young and the old— 
man, woman and child It is the supreme leveler 
of classes, for under pain’s mantle all are equal, 
seeking only a cessation of their misery. Pain can 
teach us quite a lot if we are willing to learn. 


Without ever having experienced pain, could 
we realize to the full the gift of perfect health? 
It supplies us with a yardstick by which we can 
measure the blessing of painless days and nights. 
How much pain a person will bear if actuatea 
by -some motive is apparently limitless. Those 
with money will call to their aid the science of 
medicine, and enduring untold tortures, will 
change the shape of their nose, their eyes, or their 
ears; in fact have their whole face lifted in order 
to gain a little admiration. 


Doctors and other research workers will allow 
themselves to be bitten by poisonous bugs, or be 
injected with virulent serums, in order to find, for 
the benefit of the masses of mankind, cures for 
those diseases and pains which they so heroically 
and valiantly inflict upon themselves. I remem- 
ber, after the war, a young fellow who returned 
with the lower part of his face blown away. The 
girl to whom he was engaged insisted on keeping 
her promise to marry him, The young man hesi- 
tated to tie her to one so fearfully-disfigured as 
himself, so he offered himself to the plastic ,sur- 
geons as a living basis of experiment. In three 
years he had undergone 27 operations, and had 
been given the hope that with another like num- 
ber of operations he might have, once more, a 
complete face. 


Many claim that human beings today are 
prone to more maladies than in years gone by; 
personally, I believe that we are prone to the 
same maladies; but now they are named and clas- 
sified, and for some of them a cure has been 
found; and, in any event, the present day human 
being can be sure of a prolongation of life, where- 
as in the past, he, or she, just died. While lying 
in bed this week, while every nerve centre in my 
body was competing in a “Lambeth Walk” Mara- 
thon, I was ‘cogitating on the subject of pain, and 
wondering whether we are all so wise as we think 
we are about the alleviation thereof. Animals, if 
sick, creep inte the brush, lie down to die. A 
human being clings to life with grim tenacity; this 
is what differentiates the human being from the 
animal, a soul that says “I will,” and flaunting all 
laws, will hang on by a thread. Isn’t it this very 
belief that everyone has a right to their lives to 
the very last minute, which is filling our lunatic 
asylums and prisons? I feel that maybe it is this 
belief that makes us balk at progressive legislation 
which seeks to assist incurables to attain rest, and 
to sterilize the mentally deficient. 


We are more humane in our treatment of a 
fatally injured horse than we are in our treatment 
of a fatally injured person During the running 
of the world’s greatest steeplechase, the Grand 
National, the following has occurred more than 
once: Man and horse fall, at an obstacle; the horse 
is shot, and, with one shudder is out of its hor- 
rible pain. The man is picked up, loaded on to a 
stretcher, and lingers through a few dreadful days 
and horror-laden nights, and . . . dies. Of course, 
to destroy a human life is such a huge responsi- 
bility that persons do not like to subscribe to the 
idea of assisting an incurable into the beyond. 
Many members of the medical professional sub- 
scribe to the theory of euthamasia, and when one 
reads of the mercy killings in the papers, one can- 
not help but wonder if there be not something to 
it all. 

A woman of over fifty was recently put on 
trial for her life because she had killed her son, 
whom for thirty years she had had to nurse like 
a baby. She was taken ill, and feared she could 
no longer earn enough to keep them both, and, 
if she went on relief, the authorities would dis- 
cover the plight of her son and put him into a 
lunatic asylum. So, she killed him, and was pre- 
pared to take the consequences. Now, should that 
woman be treated as a common criminal, and have 
to hear the sentence of death passed on her, even 
though she knew that it would probably not be 
carried out? 

Perhaps, if we started on our lunacy problem 
first, we might get somewhere. No so long ago, 
the papers were full of that disgusting, and over- 
publicized contest, known as “The Stork Derby,” 
gon (The Good!). Recently, these same 
p s have published the repoyt of the examina- 
tion of one of the contestants, which purported 
to show that the mentality of said contestant was 
equal to that of an eight-year-old child. Yet, in 
ten years, this woman had given birth to nine or 
ten children, which, added to those she already 
had, and supplemented by subsequent ones, brings 
her family to near the twenty mark. Isn’%t it de- 
plorable that in this age of science, public opinion 
does not compel the authorities to take such ac- 
tion as will prevent the population of a new (or 
any other country), with the offspring of sub- 
normal parehts? Large families can be a blessing, 
and an incentive to a man’s ambition. Vide Mr. 
Kennedy, the United States Ambassador to the 
Court of St. James, with a large family of nine 
boys and girls, to whom he gives the credit of 
his early rise to fame and fortune. 

Families of sub-normal people can only Ye 
heading one way, to the care of the state; for, it 
is of this material that the population of our pris- 
ons and lunatic asylums are mainly made, as is

To improve your eye _ lashes, 
brush them every night and 
morning with a brush that is not 
too soft, and which has_ been 
dipped in eyelash-grower.
